cories from Veetin (P50/043). The plant employs betyeen 290 and 390 men and is 
guarded by about 25 factory militianen armed with rifles and automatic pistols. 
The main storehouse burned in Aust 1949, allesedly throuph sabotare. 


2 The ammunition storchouse "Je % ypade" near Olomouc (see Attachnent II) is 
full. Nine oivilian vorkers work full time loading and unloading ammunition, 
for which Jobeuch yoors an ell-rubver suit and a mask, There are tuo puards 
on duty at the storehouse at all tines, 


3. In the storchouse at the former air personnel barracks in Olomouc-Hejein 
(see Attachment III) transmitters and receivers for aircraft radios are 
bein stored.
